it to ourselves in our dreams, Canada, with four millionsand 
a half of inhabitants, is conterminous » ith the United States, 
possessing forty millions. But it is not merely conterminous 
with those States ; i’ hangs on to them, as it were, for two or 
three thousand miles, like the fringe of a garment, or mcre 
like the rim of a shield. The result is that any attack direc- 
ted from the compact body in the centre, and delivered at any 
point in the feeble circumference, must meet with the least 
possiblé amount of effectual resistance. Arguing on mere 
military logic, we know that before the scattered defenders 
could coalesce, the concentrated assailants would have done 
their work. For Canada to defend herself effectively against 
the States, situated as they relatively are, she ought to have 
three or four times their population; and she has one-tenth 
of it. This is the plain truth of the case, and it would be 
reully disloya', were it not transparently absurd, to elude it 
by vaporings about Britich vaior and Canadian loyalty. As 
to the political tendencies of the communities on each side of 
this precarious boundary there is no doubt at all. The Ame- 
ricans bave a strong desire to annex Canada, not merely from 
feelings of national pride and dislike of England, though 
these need not be underrated, but also because Canada would 
be to them a really valuable possession. She has nearly the 
only elements of commercial greatness in which they are de- 
ficient. Party politics iu the States—the distaste, that is, of 
each of the great parties in the Republic to see any substan- 
tial achievement accomplished by the other---might very 
likely retard the consummation ; but assuredly not for long 
were external obstacles removed. 
What are those obstacles? Of the disposition of the Cana- 
dians we are pretty well informed. The American party 
there is not large, and it is unpopular; but it comprises a 
good many of the more active and prescient spirits of the 
nation. The party which dislikes the Americans and dreads 
annexation, but is at the same time without sentimental at- 
tachment to our country, is considerable ; it comprises of 
course @ large infusion of mere waiters on Providence. The 
English-hearted as well as Euglish-speaking Canadians are 
numerous, brave, and resolute, They are in a certain sense 
our garrison in Canada. Can we really maintain them in 
that position, and how? Lord Russell, as far as we can con- 
jecture from Janguage in which he seems to have carefully 
shunned committing himself to anything dangerously explicit, 
seems to think it may be done by posting five thousand Brit- 
ish regulars at Quebec, and leaving the rest to the chapter of 
accidents. 
One thing of importance, even to his own theory, Lord 
Russell forgets. Supposing Quebec, with its British garrison, 
tenable against America, Quebec, from its peculiar position, 
is of no kind of value ir a war against America. It is quite 
remote from any probable scene of action. An evemy supe- 
rior in land strength, and in possession of the St. Lawre.:oe 
and the Lakes, might invade and occupy the whole of Canada 
except Quebee itself without the slightest interruption from 
the guns of that fortrees. Its occupation would te about as 
valuable to us as our occupation of Gibraltar in the event of 
our having to defend Spain against France, and no more. 
Bat we might actually send an army of seventy thousand 
men to Canada in the event of a war—so say our military 
guides—and supplement the garrison of Quebec with this 
slight addition on slight notice. Mr. Lowe, as we have said, 
deserves the exceptional credit of having spoken common 
sense on the subject. If the Americans, who are able io col- 
lect their armed multitudes at once all along the frontier, 
choose to wait until our men and equipment arrive, they are 
not exactly the people we take them for. But if they were 
thus chi usly to stand still until we threw up our hat and 
stepped into-the ring, we must not forget that their power to 
arm half a million of men at a pinch against our supposed 
seventy thousand has just been proved in civil war. ‘There 
remains, of course, the possibility, on which we suspect a 
_ many of our enthusiasts fondly count, of a Canadian 
levy en masse against the hated invader, of bush-fighters and 
guerrillas, and partisan war, such as our journals threatened 
“the North” with when it invaded “the South.” We do not 
believe in such a contingency, and therefore would rather 
avoid discussing it, with its disagreeable accompaniments. 
Now we are quite aware—to repeat what has been already 
said—that this honest review of our situation will be to very 
mapy minds exceedingly distasteful. And from feeling it dis- 
tasteful there is only one step to cordemning it as disloyal and 
“un;:Englisb,” and as indicating degeneracy from true British 
sentiment. Wecannot help it. The difficulties of our posi- 
tion are not less real, nor less known by the world to be real, 
because we determine to shut our own eyes to them. But we 
are no panic-mongers. We certainly do not perceive the 
necessity for maintaining a large army in Canada as a pre- 
caution against American invasion. We believe that to main- 
tain asmall ope would be suicidal. And we rather wish than 
expect that we might be able to send across the Atlantic mili- 
tary power in the event of such hostilities, in time and in force 
to save Canada with the aid of her own inhabitants. But we 
believe our real security on the side of America to be of quite 
a different kind. America well knows that sbe could —" 
conquer Canada except at the expense of a maritime war © 
such formidable dimensions as the wor!d has not yetseev. She 
knows that to provoke us would be to provoke the extirpation 
of her flag and her commerce from every sea. She must feel 
at heart also that wanton indulgence in mere love of conquest 
would be felt as a sin, not against England only, but provok- 
ing in the beng ven the joint hostility of the European com- 
monwealth. These are considerations which weigh—tacilly, 
perhaps, but powerfully—with the geveral American or 
And we have on our side, in addition, American feelings = 
justice and truth and national honor.

Prince Leopold Etienne Charles Antoine Gusta: 
Thassillo of Hohenzollern-Sigmaringen, late reer ce 
for the throne of Spain, is the son of Prince Charles Antoine 
Joachim Zephyrin Frederic Mainrad, hereditary prince of 
Hohenzollern-Sigmaringen, formerly a Jittle principality con. 
taining forty-five thousand people, in several detached dis- 
tricts, lying on and near the northern part of the boundary 
between Baden and Wurtemberg, but annexed to Prussia in 
1849, when Prince Charles abdicated. This old prince is now 
a prince royal of the kingdom of Prussia. The wife of Prince 
Charles, the mother of Leopold, was Josephine Frederique 
Louise, daughter of Charles Louis Frederic, Grand Duke of 
Baden, and his wife Stephanie Louise Adrienne. This lady 
was the daughter of Claude de Beauharnais, chevalier of ho. 
nor to the Empress Marie Louise,second wite of Napoleon I, 
and was born in the Emperor’s household and adopted as 
his daughter. Claude de Beauharnais was cousin-german to 
Alexander de Beauharnais, the first husband of the Empress 
Josephine, and the father of Hortense, the mother of Louis 
Napoleon Bonaparte. Thus, by adoption, Leopold’s grand- 
mother was the sister of Napoleon III., the adopted son and 
heir of the first Bonaparte, and by blood Leopold’s mother 
was third cousin of Napoleon III., through his mother, Queen 
Hortense. By either reckoning Leopold is much more nearly 
related to the French Emperor than to the King ot Prussia, 
with whom his family connection is too remote to be traced 
in any of the ordinary tables of royal genealogy.

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THE SITUATION: IN BUROPE. 

The critical situation in the Old World hag come upon us 
with all the effect of a dramatic surprise. Before the nomina- 
tion of Prince Leopold nothing ‘seemed more unlikely as an 
immediate event than a European war, France, the prime 
mover in the present agitation, even reduced her estimate of 
the number of troops necessary to be raised for the ensuing 
year, and nothing in the relations of other Powers warranted 
the anticipation of an early outbreak of hostilities. Such was 
the condition of affairs a brief week ago, when suddenly all 
Europe was convulsed with excitement by the announcement 
of the candidature of Prince Leopold and the action of France 
in consequence. ‘That the former is the work of Prim is not 
denied, but beyond that simple fatt we are still in doubt. 
How far Prim is aided and abetted by Prussia {and the other 
Powers, or to what extent he is sustained by the Cortes and 
the Spanish people, are questions which-we -have not yet the 
means of ‘satisfactorily answering. Certain it is that the 
whole affair was managed on the parf of the Spanish states- 
man with infinite skill. Until the negotiation was consum- 
mated not-a hint was breathed that it had been initiated. The 
preliminaries must have consumed a considerable period, and it 
is no small achievement, in these days of enterprising journal- 
ism, to have kept the affair so Iong out of the newspapers. 
But it is not only the newspapers that were kept in the dark. 
The diplomatists were quite as completely befogged. That Napo- 
leon did not suspect the important events that were on foot is 
evidenced by his subsequent action. Indeed his present fury 
of preparation strongly savors of the petulance of a keen man 
of the world who has been temporarily caught napping. That 
he is sincerely desirous to force war on Prussia there can be 
no doubt, but his present hostile attitude is owing primarily 
to the secret and successful manner in which Prim’s nego- 
tiations were conducted. Had the Prince of Hohenzollern 

been simply announced as one of the many candidates for the 
Spanish throne, France would have protested diplomatically, 
and such a protestation might have been sufficient. When, 
however, France found that the matter had been made a sub_ 
ject of secret negotiation, that the crown had been actually 
offered and accepted, subject to the approval of the Cortes, 
without consultation with other Powers than those which may 
possibly have been in the plot, she saw that she must instantly 
assert her rights in the premises or lose her position as a first- 
class Power. And this leads us to the conclusion that the 
whole affair was, in effect, an intrigue against Napoleon in 
which certain of the Germanic Powers probably joined. 


This conclusion seems irresistible when the secret manner of 


conducting the negotiations is taken into consideration. Prim 
knew perfectly well that France would protest against the 


placing of a German Prince, related to the reigning family of 


Prussia, on the Spanish throne. He knew that the springing 
of such a candidate upon Europe, without preliminary public 
negotiations, would have precisely the effect that it has had, 
so far as France is concerned. Is it probable, therefore, that 


he would have ventured upon a step so certain to lead to in- 
tense agitation, if not actual war, without powerful ‘‘ backing” 
The truth is, that the more the

Even before 
these lines reach our readers the struggle may have already 
commenced, and the hosts of France and Prussia been mar- 
shalled to decide which shall possess the coveted boundary of 
the Rhine. That the conflict may be averted we most earnest- 
ly hope, as such a contest could not but result disastrously to 
humanity and impede the onward progress of civilization. ° 
Since the foregoing was written'the difficulty some think has 
met with a pacific solution by the withdrawal of Prince Leo- 
pold. The Ministerial journals in Paris say that France de- 
mands nothing more, and express satisfaction with the re- 
sult, but at the same time we are told by a portion of the press 
that warlike preparations continue throughout the Empire, 
and there is a general fear of war. Meanwhile the press of 
Berlin presénts an offended attitude and says that ‘‘ Germany 
indignantly repels the measureless arrogance of France.” That 
the danger of an immediate war is diminished, however, 
we may safely assume from the improvement which has taken 
place in securities on the London Stock Exchange and the 
French and German bourses. Nevertheless it is believed that 
some parties in the French Chambers wish to force the gov- 
ernment into a declaration of war with Prussia, while a dis- 
patch from Berlin complains that ‘‘in spite of the withdrawal 
of Prince Hohenzollern, France maintains an alarming and 
provoking attitude towards Prussia.” But even if the present 
rupture is peacefully tided over it cannot fail to still further 
embitter the secretly angry relations between France and 
Prussia, and to hasten the inevitable straggle in which they 
will at some time engage. It will be held as a rod in pickle 
to be ultimately avenged by both in blood.

PASSAGE OF THE IRISH LAND BILL BY THE 
LORDS. 


The reception of the Irish Land Bill by the House of Lords 
is a remarkable commentary on the value of what is sometimes 
called practical criticism. There was nothing of which many 
Englishmen were more sure last year than that the Land Bill 
must either be so limited in its scope as to be useless for any 
purpose, or so searchingly severe in efficiency as to provoke 
the bitterest opposition among the peers. The disestablish- 
ment of the church was regarded as a trifle. It might touch 
the sentiments of a few members of the Upper House, but 
could never become the occasion of internecine conflict be- 
tween the two branches of the legislature, The Land Bill 
would be entirely different. It must affect the material in. 
terests of a large number of the Peers, and the rest would be 
drawn to their side, not only by natural sympathy, but by the 
eater at their friends to-day would, -un- 
less checked in time, befall themselves to-morrow. We have 
seen how their anticipations have been disproved. The Land 
Bill has Leen more than four months before the country, and, 
whatever other opinion has been formed upon it, nobody pre- 
tends that it isa mere makeshift, an apology for legislation 
that will leave tenants as unprotected and landlords as power- 
fulasever. And yet when it comes before the assembly of 
landowners it is accepted without a division, and passes suc- 
cessively to its several readings. The Church Bill, the matter 
of sentiment, was stoutly opposed, and for a time it was un- 
certain whether it would not be rejected. The Land Bill, the 
attack on the property and privileges of the Peers, passes al- 
most without a suggestion of resistance. 

Thus it will be seen that the popular judgment has, for 
once, been wrong. The Lords are not as unreasonable nor as 
selfish as their critics would have us believe, and they have 
treated in a proper spirit an important measure of justice to a 
large section of Her Majesty’s subjects. It is true certain 
amendments have been made which will somewhat alter the 
practical working of the Bill, but its principles and essential 
features remain unchanged. In short, as it stands at present, 
no landlord can be harmed by it who does not wilfully subject 
himself to its penalties by insisting on the abuse of a legal 
right, and when, in such a condition of society as exists in 
Ireland, a landlord persists in conduct which exposes the so- 
cial body to danger, the highest considerations of policy and 
justice affirm the necessity of restraining bim. The truth is 
that the Peers have seen and acknowledged the reasonable- 
ness of this proposition, and have nobly done what they could 
to place the relations of Irish landlords and ténants on a more 
equitable basis. The beneficent result of this action can 
scarcely be over-estimated. The better class of Irish farmers, 
who have no sympathy with those who make political agite- 
tion a trade, will see that English legislators really desire to 
deal justly with them and to relievethem of any burden which 
may with safety be removed. They will see that the landlord 
is no longer the irresponsible tyrant who can eject at will, but 
that he must, in turn, submit to certain reasonable require- 
ments of the statute. | It will be seen, when the Bill shall 
have become law, what portion of the population in Ireland 
are sincere in theircomplaints, and what portion agitate simply 
for the sake of agitation. The Irish tenant cannot certainly 
ask a fairer basis for the adjustment of his difficulties than will 
now be afforded him.

New Publications, 


Messrs. Harper and Brothers have just published a travel- 
narrative descriptive of Free Russia, by William Hepworth 
Dixon, formerly editor of that greatly-overated periodical, the 
London ‘ Asineum,” as Bulwer Lytton sarcastically dubbed 
it. The book is divided into sixty-six chapters, and as it is 
unprovided with an index, and most of the headings fail to 
give any clear idea of the subjects discussed or places de- 
scribed, the reader is left to wade through the whole of the 
three hundred and fifty-nine pages between the covers in or- 
der to find out what the book contains. Mr. Dixon tells usa 
good deal about the people he met, the stories he heard, and 
the incidents of his journey, but he is seldom or never pic- 
turesque in his descriptions, and seems to have no eye for 
scenery. No one can read Free Russia of course without 
seeing that it is the work of a clever man who observes the 
curious aspects of humanity and the world as he goes along, 
but there is no warmth, no genuine enthusiasm about his 
writings. He writes like a man who went to Russia to gather 
materials for the sake of making a book, and he has made it 
—a good book it may be but a dry one, although the thought- 
fal reader will find much in it that is interesting, and, per- 
haps new, relating to social and religious life in the dominions 
of the Czar. Indeed there is more space devoted to the dif- 
ferent religious sects Mr. Dixon encountered than to all the 
other subjects referred to in the volume combined. The 
beaten paths of travel in Russia have been avoided. St. 
Petersburgh and Moscow and fashionable life are ignored, 
while Russian institutions of a social and religious character 
have, aswe just intimated, been diligently enquired into. The 
book would have been more entertaining if it had dealt more 
with the external aspects of the country and the people, and 
the lighter instead of the graver features of Russian society. 
But as it is many will find in ree Russia much that will repay 
perusal. 

Messrs. D. Appleton and Co. have recently added Home In- 
fluence, Home Scenes, and Woman’s Friendship to their new 
and handsome edition of Grace Aguilar’s works, which all who 
admire the writings of this gifted English Jewess should pos. 
sess. The paper, binding, and printing are as unexceptionable 
as the stories themselves. England has had no more graceful 
writer among women than Grace Aguilar. The same publish- 
ers have issued Henrietta Temple, by Benjamin Disraeli, as No. 
17 of their ‘‘Library of Choice Novets;” through which all the 
works of the author of Zothair are now passing, at the low 
price of fifty cents per volume, in paper covers. This house 
has also issued The Mastery Series, a manual for learning 
Spanish. It embodies a method for qualifying learners to 
speak genuine Spanish with facility from the beginning, and it 
differs essentially from other methods by introducing new prin. 
ciples, both in manipulating the language and in regulating 
the learner’s course of action, while economy of time and labor 
is secured by the exclusion of all that is superfluous and irrele- 
vant. We can recommend it as just the book that learners 
require. 

Maternity, ® popular treatise for young wives and mothers, 
comes to us from Messrs. J. B. Ford and Co. It is the work 
of an Italian physician, of the homeopathic-school, residing in 
Washington—Tullio Suzzara Verdi, M.D. The book is strictly 
a medical one, and should be read assuch, in a scientific spirit 
of enquiry, and not one of idle curiosity, for, except it be read 
for its usefulness, its influence will be no more for good than 
would the perusal of any similar book, but work positive harm, 
and therefore it is that we are disposed to believe that all 
books of this character intended for general circulation, are 
likely to do more mischief than the reverse, because they must 
necessarily fall, tosome extent, into the hands of the young and 
vicious, out of which it would be better to keep them. We 
regard the chapters on the diseases of children and their treat- 
ment, asthe most valuable portion of the work; but the au- 
thor’s suggestions for the moral and {physical training of chil- 
dren, are also worth thinking over. The concluding chapters 
contain a good deal of miscellaneous information embracing 
dietetic rules, and advice for the;treatment of casualties, which 
may be read with profit. The same publishers have issued a 
History of the State of New York, by 8.8. Randall. - This 
is designed for the use of common schools, academies, and 
normal end high schools, the author, who ig superintendent of 
public schools in this city, having specially adapted it for this 
useful purpose. The history extends from the Indian occu- 
pancy of the territory now included in the State, to the present 
time, and is a valuable compilation, written in a clear and 
simple style, and, therefore, easy of comprehension by young 
persons.

The other four were acquitted. A Paris despatch, 
dated the 12th instant, says:—‘‘ The London Post 
recently published a short telegram from Tientsin, 
China, dated June 25, announcing the massacre of the French 
Secretary of Legation and other French residents by the na- 
tive Chinese at Pekin, on the 2ist of that month. Nothing 
whatever confirmatory of this despatch has since been receiv- 
ed, The government has nothing on the subject, and no de- 
spatch treating of the matter other than this special to the 
Post has as yet been made public anywhere in Europe. To- 
day, however, a private despatch was received by a gentleman 
in this city from Pekin direct, dated June 22, a day later than 
that on which the reported massacre occurred, in which no- 
thing at all is said concerning a matter of so grave import- 
ance to France, as well as to the whole world.” It is, there- 
fore, quite probable that the Post's ‘special telegram was a 
hoax. There was great excitement in France up to Tuesday 
afternoon, and warlike preparations were being made in all 
directions, but since then the excitement has abated, and 
prices on the Bourse have improved—owing to the withdraw- 
al of Prince Leopold from the candidature. The Constitution-

Mr. Emmet’s 
personation of the sturdy emigrant is as careful and 
conscientious as it is unique. His familiarity with the class he 
seeks to represent is perfect, and the fine shades of histrionic 
meaning are not wanting. Mr. Emmet rarely descends to the 
vulgar, and his personation is free from grossness. Altogether 
itis highly creditable as a careful study, the truth of which 
may be every day verified in our streets. The other parts 
were acceptably filled by Messrs. Ringgold, Williamson, Leon- 
ard, Holland, Rockwell and Mmes. Chambers and Mestayer, 
in addition to those we have named.

The conference committee on the Funding bill have agreed 
to provide for the issue of one thousand mill ons of thirty year 
bonds at four per cent., three hundred millions of fifteen year 
bonds at four and a half per cent., and two hundred millions 
of ten year bonds at five percent. The section allowing gold 
deposits in the Treasury limits the interest to two and a half 
per cent. All.national banks hereafter organized are required 
to take the new bonds. The other main points agreed upon 
are as follows:—The clause authorizing foreign agencies ig 
stricken out.’ “All the interest is to be paid in the United 
Biates. New banks are toiaccept these bonds'as a basis for 
banking, but old banks are not compelled to exchange their 
bonds. The fnterest to be paid on gold deposits is fixed at 
two anda half per cent. instead of three,as in the House 
bill; one half per cent. is to be paid for negotiating the new 
bonde. The report was, however, rejected, and re-committed 
to the Committee in the House on Tuesday. It was expected 
that very little change would be made in the bill beforeit was re- 
ported back, and that it would pass substantially in its present 
jorm. The principal objections to the report seemed to.lie in 
the clause requiring the new banks to be incorporated under 
the Currency bill, to take the new bonds in any denomina- 
tions that the Secretary of the Treasury might elect, and to 
the one half per cent, commission. The Western men op- 
mg it for thus trammelling the proposed new banking faci. 
ities, and the democrats opposed it because the bonds were 
to be non-taxable. On the 13th the bill was returned to the 
Senate with the section relating to banks stricken out, the 
rest being unchanged. The report was thereupon at once 
cnet to, and, like the currency bill, it has now become a 
aw.

NEWS AND MISCELLANEA. 


The imperial government has notified the Dominion Ca- 
binet that sufficient force will be retained to garrison Quelko 
and Halifax. 

Another tremendous fire has occurred at Saguenay, which 
lasted for eight days. The destruction is very great. The 
Provincial government has been applicd to for $25,000 in aid 
ot the sufferers. ; 

There was a total eclipse of the moon on the 12th inst. As 
the moon rose, its last contact with the earth’s shadow could 
be observed in all parts of the U.S. east of the Mississippi 
river. The eclipse was visible to the world generally, except- 
ing the northeastern part of North America.
